The 
commissions are payable only on 
the life insurance, because Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield does not pay 
commissions on business awarded 
to it. 

Who Is Covered? 

The life insurance representa- 
tive asked the Selectmen to pin 
down terms of coverage, so that 
all employees would know, as 
would the company, the require- 
ments for inclusion. 

It was decided that, to be eligi- 
ble, an employee must work at 
least half of the year, a minimum 
of 20 hours weekly. Only a few 
persons would not be eligible, 
according to Town Treasurer Anna 
Greeley.

St. Germain To 
Head Committee 


Chairman John R. Ahern of the 
Essex County Commissioners has 
announced the appointment of 
Merrimack College Protesacr, and 
Andover resident, James J. St. 
Germain, as chairman of a Citi- 
zen’s Advisory Committee to study 
the entire penal system in the 
country. 

Chairman Ahern declared, 
‘‘Essex County is faced with a 
very serious problem in its cor- 
rectional department. The modern 
concept of any such authority is 
to create a program of rehabilita 
tion so that once an offender has 
paid his debt to society, he can 
return to his family and friends 
confident of his ability to regain 
a place in life. I am heartily in 
agreement with such procedures 
for I believe that the redemption 
of even one human worth 
any amount of effort. However, | 
also realize that this can become 
a major project in a county where 
the entire penal department con- 
sists of two jails that were 
erected over a 100 years azo, and 


being is 


a prison farm sadly in need of 
renovation. 
‘‘After much thought and in- 


vestization, I requested Prof. St. 
Germain to act as chairman of a. 
county-wide Citizens Advisory 
Committee whose purpose would 
be to thoroughly explore this 
grave situation and to report the 
results along with corrective 
recommendations to the County 
Commissioners. Prof. St. Germain 
has received our assurance that 
this committee will be free to 
function without any outside inter- 
ference whatsoever. We are sin- 
cerely interested in finding a 
remedy for the present conditions 
and have every confidence that 
Prof. St. Germain and the Citi- 
zen’s Advisory Committee will 
provide a practical solution.”’
